3. (Currently Amended) In an economic system, a method 
of keeping consumption equal to production by a 
corresponding creation of new money, the system method 
comprising the steps of: 

only creating new money in the economic system by 
crediting new money to an employee's account for the value 
of new work performed; and 

debiting an employer's account a like amount of money 
as the amount of the new money and distributing the debited 
like amount of money by a prearranged formula to prevailing 
governments in lieu of taxes. 
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4. (Previously Presented) In an economic system, a 
method of keeping consumption equal to production comprising 
the steps of: 

ordering by an employer new work including one of a new 
good and service, the employer having an employer's account; 

performing by an employee the new work for the 
employer, the employee having an employee's account; 

crediting new money to the employee's account for the 
value of the new work; and 

debiting the employer's account a like amount of money 
as the amount of the new money by a clearing house and 
sending the debited like amount of money by a prearranged 
formula to prevailing governments in lieu of taxes. 

5. (Previously Presented) A method as set forth in 
claim 4 wherein the step of ordering new work includes 
determining a value of earnings of any investor and a profit 
of the employer. 
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6. (Previously Presented) A method as set forth in 
claim 4 wherein the employee's account, the employer's 
account, and the clearing house each reside in any one of an 
employee's bank, an employer's bank and a clearing house. 

7. (Previously Presented) A method as set forth in 
claim 4 wherein the prevailing governments include city 
government, county government, state government, and federal 
government . 

8. (Previously Presented) A method as set forth in 
claim 7 wherein the city government, the county government, 
the state government, and the federal government each 
directly receive a portion of the debited like amount of 
money, the portion being determined by the prearranged 
formula, the received portion being in lieu of taxes. 

9. (Previously Presented) A method as set forth in 
claim 4 wherein the employer and the employee include a 
corporation and a corporate employee. 
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10. (Previously Presented) A method as set forth in 
claim 4 wherein the employee includes one of a self-employed 
person, a salesperson, and an investor. 

11. (Previously Presented) In an economic system, a 
method of keeping consumption equal to production comprising 
the steps of: 

ordering by an employer new work including one of a new 
good and service, the employer having an employer's account 
in an employer's bank; 

performing by an employee the new work for the 
employer, the employee having an employee's account in an 
employee's bank; 

crediting new money to the employee' s account in the 
employee's bank for a value of the new work; and 

debiting the employer's account in the employer's bank 
a like amount of money as the amount of the new money and 
the employer's bank conveying the debited like amount of 
money to a clearing house; 
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the clearing house distributing the debited like amount 
of money by a prearranged formula to prevailing governments. 
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
